Entente or Alliance. 


The problem of the relations between 
Britain and France has been given a new 
turn by a widely supported movement in 
both countries to weld the rather loosely- 
knit Entente Cordiale into a formal alliance 
between the two sister Powers. Advocates 
of this policy never have been lacking, 
and many people regarded the agreement 
which was reached in 1904 under the 
auspices of the late King Edward VII. as 
but a stepping-stone to a written treaty of 
alliance. During the Paris Peace Confer- 
ence in the spring of 1919 the idea was 
canvassed very eagerly, and M. Clemen- 
ceau actually succeeded in securing the 
consent of Mr. Lloyd George and Presi- 
dont Wilson to a three-cornered alliance 
fo; defensive purposes between France, 
Britain, and the United States of America. 
The rejection by the American Senate of 
tne Versailles Treaty, with all its works, 
gave the project the coup de gráce, and, 
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for the time being, the matter was allowed 
to lapse. Very soon, however, it began to 
become evident that the Entente Cordiale 
was not in such a sound state of health 
as most people believed. The hundred 
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and one problems which have been thrown 
into high relief by the peace negotiations 
during the last two and a half years have 
revealed fundamental differences between 
the French and British points of view, or 
what the Germans call Weltanschauwwngen, 
The reparations controversy was a case in 
point ; the “sanctions ' provided another ; 
the question of a settlement in the Middle 
East was a third; while the complete 
failure of France and Britain to adjust:

not please him. At one time M. Poincaré 
was a staunch supporter of an Anglo- 
French alliance, and still, we gather, 
favours the plan personally. Neverthe- 
less, he points out that the French people, 
as a whole, are not anxious immediately 
to give diplomatic form to the de facto 
alliance which is constituted by the 
Entente. This working arrangement—for 
it is nothing more—is an organic growth 
which started seventeen years ago after 
France and Britain had composed their 
Colonial differences. The Algeciras Con- 
ference, the Agadir incident, and the for- 
mation of the Balkan League all contri- 
buted to its development, and for some 
years before the Great War there was 
absolute confidence between London and 
Paris. That confidence was strengthened 
during the four and a half years of stress 
and strain on the Western front, and, 
when the Allies met at Paris to determine 
the conditions on which they would make 
peace with their German enemy, France 
and Britain were as one. Unhappily, that 
condition of affairs did not last for very 
long, and now France is smarting under 
grievances which she attributes directly 
to British policy, and more particularly to 
the erratic policy of Mr. Lloyd George. 
M. Poincaré declares that the coolness 
between the two nations is due to mis- 
understandings, and suggests that before 
there can be any talk of concluding a 
formal alliance these” misunderstandings 
must be swept away. 

We agree with M. Poincaré that, so long 
as the French people suspect their British 
friends of pursuing a “ pro-German ’ 
policy no formal alliance should be con- 
templated. In fact, we are disposed to 
think that, in any circumstances, such an 
alliance would be a mistake, inasmuch as 
it would be tantamount to a confession 
before the world that Britain and France 
cannot stand together unless they are 
bound by the ties of diplomatic red tape. 
The whole trend of modern political 
thought is opposed to the idea of so-called 
“entangling ” alliances of any sort. It is 
opposed to secret treaties, and favours the 
voluntary co-operation of the world’s 
civilised peoples in the maintenance of a 
lasting peace. France and Britain, alas! 
are divided at present, but there is no 
reason why their division should be 
allowed to become permanent. The British 
people have no love for Germany, and 
they have a sincere love for France. That 
fact has been proved in a thousand 
battles, and the flower of Britain's youth 
has been withered in its proving. Real 
friendship, however, whether between in- 
dividuals or nations, must be established 
on a basis of mutual trust, and neither 
party must insist too rigidly on its own 
point of view. The British people have 
much in common with the French, but 
they also differ from them in some im- 
portant respects. They live on an island, 
for example, and consequently their atti- 
tude in regard to Continental affairs is 
generally more detached, and their thought 
more objective, than those of their French 
comrades, who have lived for generations 
under the shadow of Prussia’s mailed fist. 
Neither France nor Britain can expect to 
have her own way in every case of dis- 
agreement. Common-sense demands “ give "’ 
as well as “take,” and the statesmen of 
both countries would be well advised to 
fashion out a common policy, more espe- 
cially infregard to Germany, before any 
attempt is made to alter the foundations 
of the Entente. We believe that France 
and Britain will continue to work together 
in world politics without any alliance. Yet 
nothing should be left undone to remove 
misunderstandings, for Britain without 
France at her back would be almost as 
helpless in the world as France without 
Britain.

The Six Nations. 


The Six Nations—the Mohawks, Onon- 
dagas, Cayugas, Senecas, Oneidas, and 
Tuscaroras—played a great part in the 
history in the new world. At one time 
they.dominated all the Indian tribes and 
possessed the richest lands in America and 
Canada. They offered a powerful resist- 
ance to the invasion of their country by 
Europeans and fought many a bitter battle 
with the Dutch and the French. In Canada 
they always were feared by the French 
settlers, and the aid that they gave to 
the English in their efforts to éonguer the 
country was by no means negligible. The 
American Revolution marked the end of 
their prosperity and power. In 1779 some 
of their towns were burned and extensive 
orchards and large stores of grain were 
destroyed. They never recovered from that 
blow. Their numbers dwindled rapidly, 
and to-day the Six Nations are represented 
by a few thousand redmen who live in the 
reserved areas. Recently the Canadian 
Government introduced legislation to 
confer the full rights of citizenship upon 
them. They fought desperately against 
the innovation, but could not |induce the 
Government to change its policy. Now 
Deskaseh, their chief, has travelled to 
London in ordér to appeal to the King. 
He asserts that the Six Nations are en 
titled to manage their own affairs within 
the reservation near Lake Erie and that 
the Government's plan will simply result 
in their dispersal. The King’s protection 
is claimed as a right. In 1784 King 
George III. granted the Six Nations cer- 
tain lands as a reward for their help in 
the wars, and promised that they always 
would be allowed to govern | themselves. 
Deskaseh’s whole case is that the plan 
devised by the Canadian authorities is a 
violation of the treaty which| was signed 
by George III, 


Postal Charges, 


Although the Postmaster-General is loth 
to admit it; there seems to be! little doubt 
that the new postal rates have not ful 
filled his expectations. There has been 
a remarkable fall in the number of post- 
cards used for correspondence purposes, 
and as a revenue producer the charge of 
three-halfpence has been a dismal failure. 
It is probable that early next year the 
rates both for letters and postcards will 
be changed and that the alterations wfll 
be in favour of the public. The late Mr. 
Rowland Hill argued that postal charges 
should be reduced to the smallest possible 
figure, and the great increase which took 
place in the Post Office’s revenue when 
the penny post was introduced proved that 
he was right. Mr. Kellaway chose to 
ignore that lesson, and now! he is being 
forced to recognise his ffolly, The 
“economies ” that he effected by abolish- 
ing the Sunday deliveries and collections 
have caused heavy loss and great incon- 
venience to the business community. In 
all the big industrial cities «in Great 
Britain protests have been made against 
them, and a movement is om foot to get 
the old order of things restored. 


FATAL FALL FROM A 
WINDOW, 


HOW LADY MASTERTON SMITH 
MET HER DEATH. 


An inquest was held at Paddington, London, 
yesterday on Lady Barbara Masterton Smith. 

Sir James Masterton Smith Permanent Secre- 
tary of the Ministry of Labour said that hie 
wife was 45. She had been in delicate health 
for the past fourteen years, and frequently 
complained of Easa 

Sir James added that his wife's sole interest 
in life appeared to be her children and home 
of which she wae very fond. She was of 
bright gg, eer en he was about to 
leave the house at Kensington last Saturday 
he heard crying and shouting, and someone 
called, “‘Sir James, Sir James!’ He ran 
downstairs and into the area at the back of the 
house, and there he saw his wife stretched out 
on the concrete floor. She was lying in a 
of blood, and his first thought was that she had 
had hemorrhage, but later it appeared she had 
fallen from a window. His wife showed no 
signs of life The window-sill in the room 
from which she fell was very low, reaching to 
ust below the knees, and hie wife waa tall. 

he window was left open all night and day, 
as the room was hot. Bhe may have gone to 
the window for air fainted, and fallen out. 

Other evidence was given that Lady Master- 
ton Smith was of a happy and cheerful disposi- 
tion, 

Dr. Edward Philips said that the cause of 
death was instant ehock, laceration of the 
brain, and fracture of the skull. 

The Coroner stated that he was satisfied that 
the window was so low as to make it easy for 
the accident to occur. He recorded @ verdict 
of accidental death, and expressed sympathy 
with Sir James Smith.

ing later purchased the rifles ftom the soldier. 

he evidence showed that negotiations were 
opened by the accused in a | publichouse, £5 
being offered for the weapong to the soldier, 
who pretended to consent to the theft. He in- 
formed his superior officers, and the weapons 
were placed in a field, and O’Brien was appre- 
hended after he had given the soldier a five 
pound note. Phipps, who had appeared on the 
scene earlier, was subsequently arrested. 

A sentence of three years’ penal servitude 
was passed on Eugene Comerford and Denis 
O'Donnell for having each been found in pos- 
session of firearms and ammunition for illegal 
purposes at Clydebank. 

Crown Counsel explained that both men were 
members of the local Sinn Féin organisation, 
and had recently been elected to the Executive 
Committee. They had been taking part in a 
march out, and were arrested, Along with seven- 
teen other men, at Clydebank. Comerford’s 
weapon was unloaded, but O’Donnell’s con- 
tained three ball cartridges.

COLONEL DE LA POER 


BERESFORD. 


The death of Colonel De La Poer Beresford 
took place yesterday afternoon at his residence 
in Jersey, in his t year. Colonel Beresford 
was born at Corfu on the 23rd October, 1850, 
and had a distinguished career as a soldier. 
Educated at Versailles and the Royal Mliitar 
College, Sandhurst, he entered His Majesty's 
46th iment in 1868 as ensign, without pur- 
chaee. Hie was a |, Assistant Adjutant- 
General at Jamaica, 1890, and was appointed 
Chief Staff Officer there in the following year, 
becoming two years later 

jutant-General for the 


Knight R 
Anne of Russia in 1905. He retired from the 
‘Army in 1904 with the rank of Colonel, but on 
the outbreak of hostilities in 1914 he rejoined 
for active service, and was appointed Command- 
ant of the School of Instruction, Northern Dis- 
trict, being retired for age in 1916, when he 
received the King’s Badge. Colonel Beresford 
devoted a good deal of time to literary pur- 
suite, and contributed articles to various 
riodicals. He also wrote 1 The Conguest of 
an ' and “A Hstorieal Account of the Beres.

news from Dublin this afternoon, 
therefore, gave pleasure, The mieeting of 
the National Convention of the Sinn Féin 
Party is not quite so wide an interpretation 
of the referendum as was looked for here, 
but it is a development which is thought 
to render the possibilities of a settlement 
being reached far brighter. 

Questions in Parliament during the past 
few weeks have indicated that a mysterious 
aeroplane of the Helicopter type was 
under construction at Farnborough. A 
machine with the ability to rise in a per- 
pendicular direction from the ground 
would solve the problem of the construc- 
tion of aerodromes near to populous 
centres, as the machines could begin their 
trips from places like the Strand or 
Trafalgar square. To-day it became 
known that tests of the machine are to 
be carried out in the strictest secrecy this 
week, probably at dusk, in the secluded 
neighbourhood of Farnborough, where the 
headquarters of the Royal Flying Corps 
were situated in the early part of the 
war. Opinion in aeronautical circles is 
divided as to the possibilities of a Heli- 
copter machine, and the test is awaited 
with considerable interest. 

During the past five.or six days the 
Spanish Consulate in Bloomsbury has been 
besieged by men anxious to join the 
Spanish Foreign Legion for service in 
Morocco, but most of them were disap- 
pointed. There were several reasons for 
this, among them being that only two com- 
panies are wanted, that the actual enlist- 
ment must be effected in Spain, and that 
intending recruits must pay their own 
passage to that country and must provide 
themselves with the necessary passports. 
As, however, a Spanish transport, the 
Almirante lobo, happened to be at South- 
ampton for the purpose of conveying a 
cargo of munitions, a certain number of 
men were informed that if they boarded 
the vessel at that port they would be given 
a passage. Hundreds of men turned up 
at Southampton, but could not be per- 
mitted to go without passports, as ‘cot- 
land Yard had an idea that wanted 
criminals were endeavouring to leave the 
country. In the meantime, the Almirante 
Lobo sailed for Spain this evening with 
forty-seven recruits who had their docu- 
ments in order. The news from Morocco 
indicates that the region of Northern 
Africa administered by Spain is not too 
safely held, and, if the lost ground is to 
be regained from the Riffs, it will not be 
anything like a picnic for the Foreign 
Legion. 

The popular resorts of the South Coast 
are still full of holiday-makers, and, 
though it was late in the season before 
people began to arrive, enormous num- 
bers have visited the seaside since the 
beginning of the month. The uncertainty 
brought about by industrial disputes in the 
earlier part of the year led people to put 
off their holidays, with the result that 
August, always the most popular month, 
became more than ever the holiday period 
of this year. The rush has reached 
zenith, however, and, though many are 
still going to the coast, there are more 
returning, and the trains coming back to 
town are being run in duplicate. 

As one hears of holiday trains being 
run in triplicate, and sees the crowded 
char-d-bancs passing through the streets, 
one wonders whence comes the money for 
all this travelling. There are probably 
many explanations, but there are two 
which are probably foremost. One is that 
the war raised a great many working-class 
families from the “day in the country ' 
level to that of “a fortnight at the sea- 
side,’’ and that many of them are deter- 
mined to keep their new position, even if 
it entails ecohomy in other directions. 

The other reason is less satisfactory, 
but, I am afraid, there is something in it. 
Formerly the English middle-classes were 
euentially a saving community. To re- 
frain from spending a certain proportion 
of their income was almost an article of 
faith with many of them. But the 
disastrous effects of the war upon the value 
of giltedged investments, the high rate of 
income tax, and the socialistic tendency of 
a good deal of modern legislation, have 
discouraged this valuable tendency. What 
is the good of saving our money and 
putting it into stocks and shares with the 
certainty that three-tenths of the proceeds 
will go into the maw of the income tax. 
and the strong probability that new legis- 
lation will put even the capital in danger? 
“ Let as eat and drink sad as away to the 
seaside, for to-morrow the tax-gatherer 
will be calling,’’ has become the motto of 
too many of us. 

Yesterday the Sunday papers revived 
the old rumour that Mr. Shortt, the Home 
Secretary, was about to take a judgeship 
and that Sir Hamar Greenwood would 
succeéd him as Home Secretary. To-day 
both statements are denied. Mr. Shortt. 
it is said, is in no hurry to abandon his 
political career, while Sir Hamar—whose 
worst enemies have never denied his pluck 
and persistence—desires to remain at the 
Irish Office until a settlement has been 
effected. I can well believe that the Prime 
Minister would be sorry to part with 
either of them, for Mr. Shortt, though his 
manner is a little harsh and repellant, 
has made very few serious mistakes in an 
office that is notoriously full of pitfalls ; 
while the Irish Office is still so much the 
grave of reputations that, if Sir Hamar 
Greenwood abandoned it, a _ suitable 
successor would not easily be found. 

Sport on the moors has so far only been 
moderately good.

‘RAILWAY LINES TORN UP. 


Reuter's Correspondent, telegraphing on Sun- 
day from Cannanore, Malabar, Madras, saya— 
The railway authorities yesterday evening re- 
ceived advices that the railway line and tele- 

aph wires between ig AER ca and Kada- 
un, on the South Indian ilway, had been 
pulled up and cut by rioters from Moplah. The 
running of trains was accordingly suspended 
during the night. A repairing party went out 
this morning under police escort, but was ob- 
liged to return as the mob wae still pulling up 
the line. The train service is, therefore, still 
suspended, 

Other reports state that the South Indian 
Line also has been wrecked at other points by 
Moplah rioters, and traffic at those points is 
temporarily suspended. 

A telegram dated yesterday from Calicut, 
which is about fifty miles south of Cannanore, 
says:—The latest details of the disturbances by 
Moplah rioters show that the situation at 
Parpanangadi is serious. A collision is stated to 
have taken place, as a result of which two 
officers and two constables are reported to be 
missing. Confirmation of this report is 
anxiously awaited. The rioters have looted 
the Post Offices at Tanur and Parpanangadi. 
A special train conveying troops and police has 
left Calicut for the scene of the disturbances, 
the cause of which is not stated.

For good or for evil, we have resolved to tread 
that path, and it is a wise resolution. Re- 
ferring to Russia, Mr. Hughes said that they 
saw the fruits of Bolshevism in the destruction 
of that great and mighty Empire. Bolsheviem 
stood for the destruction of civilisation, which 
rested upon certain ideals, and, those ideals 
having been destroyed, civilisation must inevit- 
ably decay and fall into ruin. There was no 
salvation for Russia from outside. I¢ must 
come from within. Russia must be saved by 
spiritual means, and the Church must lead her. 
The wealth and prosperity of the people of 
Britain depended on their putting aside the 
poisoned cup of Bolshevism.

IRISH RAILWAYS. 


THE ARBITRATION 
TRIBUNAL. 


THE OPENING SITTING. 

The Railway Arbitration Tribunal to inquire 
into the propdsed redyction of wages, the 
extension of working hours, the question of 
standardisation, and other matters arising out 
of the decontrol of Irish railways sat in the 
Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, yesterday afternoon. 
Mr. W. Carrigan, K.C., presided over the tri- 
bunal, upon which the following represented the 
railway companies :— Messrs. enry Hunt, 
General Manager of the Londonderry and 
Lough Swilly Railway Company ; ee? 
\Maguire, General Manager of the Dublin and 
South-Eastern Railway Company; Charles A 
Moore, General Manager of the Belfast and 


Co. Down Railway Company; P. J: . Floyd, 
Superintendent of the Line, Great Southern and 
Western Railway; and D. C. Urie, Assistant 


Loco Superintendent, Midland Great Western 
Railway Company.

r. J. H. Thomas, M.P., General Secretary 
of the N.U.R., attended to present the case 
on behalf of his union; Mr. A. G. Walkden, 
General Secretary, on behalf of the Railway 
Clerks’ Association; and Mr. J. Bromley, on 
behalf of the Associated Society of Locomotive 
Engineers and Firemen, were also present on 
behalf of their unions. : 

Mr. M. F. Keogh, General Manager, Midland 
Great Western Railway Company; and Mr. E. 
Neale, General Manager, Great Southern and 
Western Railway Company, acted as advocates 
on behalf of the railway companies. 

After some preliminary private conversations, 

Mr. Keogh said that, before the terms of refe- 
rence were gone into, there were two questions 
of detail that he should like to mention. The first 
was the suggestion that the inquiry should be 
public. The second was the proposal of the 
tradbs unions that the companies should first 
state their case. Some of them had a feeling 
that public inquiries were sometimes long, but 
as he understood that Mr. Thomas was very 
insistent on having the inquiry public, and the 
companies had no objection ‘if the Chairman taw 
fit so to decide. Neither would they make any 


difficulty in regard to ‘the second point, 
although it might give the other side some ad- 
vantage. 


MR. THOMAS’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Thomas stated that they wanted as far 
as they could to save the Chairman and tribunal 
from any unnecessary responsibility. There 
were certain facts, however, which he would 
need to state in order that the tribunal might 
appreciate the men’s anxiety for a public inquiry, 
They did not want to prolong the inquiry, be- 
cause the longer the proceedings were delayed 
the greater the possibility of disadvantage to 
their case. But they were dealing with a situa- 
tion that must in the very nature of things 
affect other than the railway workers. The 
travelling public, the trader, and the whole 
commercial life of the country was depending 
on a good and efficient railwav service, and they 
could not have a good and efficient railway ser- 
vice unless they had an efficient and contented 
staff. If the people were going to complain of 
high rates, and if railway companies were going 
to have high rates on the ground of high wages, 
then the public must know the facts, and all 
they desired was that the public of Ireland, as 
well as the workers themselves, should be in 
possession of the full facts, so that they could 
judge impartially and fairly on the merits of 
the case. 

The relations between Capital and Labour 
were admittedly strained. These relations were 
important to the future of the country, and if 
a tribunal of this kind was the means of the 
public understanding the real differences be- 
tween the two parties, it would tend to good. 
Not only, therefore, was it in the public in- 
terest to have the inquiry in public, but every 
similar inquiry in England was held in public, 
As regards the second point, Mr. Thomas 
said that he could only conclude that Mr. 
Keogh was not a lawyer or he would never 
have raised the matter. (Laughter. ) The 
companies were coming there to make their 
case for certain alterations to take place, but 
they said,in effect that they wanted the other 
side to make their arguments first. There 
were in existence at this moment conditions of 
service which his friends on the other side 
said could not be maintained because of de- 
control. They were going to give reasons to 
that tribunal to justify their opinion. He out 
it that im order to prove their case, and in 
order that the employés might answer their 
case, the railway companies must show the 
grounds on which they wished to make altera- 
tions. 

THE CHAIRMAN. 

The Chairman said that hie function through- 
out wonld be to act as umpire at that tribunal, 
and it was only in the event of disagreement 
that he thought he would be called upon for 
his decision as between the parties comprising 
the court, 

It was a good omen at the outset that both 
arties had agreed on the two points raised, 
The inquiry would, therefore, be public, with 
the reservation that the Press should withdraw 
when it became necessary to discuss any matter 
in private. He agreed that the railway com 
anies must make their case first. The parties 
had agreed to differ, and they had formulated 
the points upon which “a differed in a docu- 
ment which would be the basis of the inquiry, 
He had not seen the document yet, but he took 
it that at the sitting the following morning 
everything would be ready to open the case. 

Mr. Thomas, in the course of further discus 
sion, explained to the Chairman that he had to 
rive a decision on certain matters before Mon 
ley, otherwise the position of certain employés 
would be affected. | . 

The Chairman said that he did not think that 
it was reasonable to tie the tribunal to a de 
cision to be given at the end of the week. He 
thought that if they did not reach that decision 
the matters in dispute should remain in asfatu 

ud. 

Mr. Keogh asked the Chairman not to come 
to any conclúsion regarding that portion of tho 
question until certain facts were placed before 

m. 

Mr. Thomas pleaded that a few days, or a few 
weeks, could not materially affect the position, 
but it might create an atmosphere which they 
would all deplore. He suggested that they ad- 
iourn until next day, when they would have the 
pana of reference ready, and probably before 
the end of the week the Chairman might find 
himself in a position to make a statement on 
the other matter before the end of the week. 

The Chairman expressed the view that the 
tribunal should proceed in the ordinary way, 
and take any reasonable time necessary to come 
to ite conclusions, and that any delay should 
not affect the interests of any parties. ; 

The tribanal then adjourned until 10.30 this 


morning. 


AMIENS STREET RAILWAYMEN.

THE BIGGEST SHIP IN 
THE WORLD. 


THE COMPLETION OF THE 
MAJESTIC,. 


——s-—— 


IMPROVED PASSENGER 
ACCOMMODATION. 

Our Liverpool Correspondent states that par- 
ticulars aun thee issued of the new White Star 
liner Majestic, of 56,000 tons, which is being 

ressed forward for completion, so as to take 
Ser place next spring in the company’s mail 
and passenger service between Southampton, 
Cherbourg, and New York. The Majestic, of 
course, is the steamers new name. She was 
originally styled Bismarck, and was intended by 
her German owners and builders to eclipso 
everything that had hitherto been accom plished 
in the direction of shipbuilding. | That result 
she will still achieve, but it ie satisfactory that 
as one of the by-results of the war this will be 
under British, instead of German, auspices. 
Not only is the Majestic by far the biggest ship 
in the world, but this distinction she 1s likely 
to retain for an indefinite number of years to 
come, inasmach as the general trend of ship- 
building is now in the direction’ of smaller 
vessels. The length of the Majestic over all is 
956 feet, her height from keel to boat deck 
is 102 feet, and her breadth is over 100 feet. 
Steam will be raised by oil fuel, the advantages 
of which are now held to be firmly established, 
and one of the principal economies involved in 
its use is the fact that the ship will be able 
to carry sufficient fuel for the round trip as 
against only cne way with ooal. The four pro 
pellors will ve driven by turbines, developing 
& maximum of 100,000 h.p., and it is m- 
tended that she should maintain an average 
speed at sea of 23 knots per hour. 

LUXURIOUS COMPARTMENTS. 

The Majesti: is essentially a passenger ship, 
a very small proportion only of her bulk being 
devoted to cargo carrying. Hence attention 
has been specially directed to the provision of 
accommodation in all three classes, which is to 
mark an advance upon everything hitherto at 
tem pted An important feature in the con- 
struction of the boiler casings is that, instead 
of being situated centrally, they are placed 
towards the sides of the vessel, and join above 
the uppermost deck, to form a central super- 
structure for the funnels. Not only does this 
method provide better ventilation for the boiler 
room, but it permits an architectural improve. 
ment, by giving central passages to all passen- 
ger decks, and on the promenade deck admits 
of a remarkable suite of public rooms, unham- 
pered by boiler casings. ‘These public halle are 
the lounge, the palm court, and the restaurant, 
end are really steel houses, not only of great 
area, but of extraordinary height. he lounge, 
for instance, is twenty-six feet high, and the 
palm court and restaurant have a height of 
twenty-three feet, this loftiness being, however, 
surpassed -by that of the.dining saloon, which 
is the highest ever built in a ship, reaching an 
elevation of thirty-one feet in its central area. 

STABILITY AND SAFEGUARDS. 

Great attention has been given to the 
stability of the steamer, as well as to immunity 
from danger. She is specially provided with 
water-tight bulkheads, and with a double skin 
for a portion of her length, and in the matter 
of fire precaution the Lulkheads are coated with 
fireproof material. The main etaircases are so 
arranged that they can be isolated in case of 
fire, and thus provide a means of escape to the 
upper deck. — Fire warnings may be sent by 
telephone from numerous places on board to 
the bridge, upon which a fire alarm can be dis- 
tributed throughout the whole ship, and from 
which the water-tight doors are operated. 
Further, no fewer than three wireless installa- 
tions are to be placed on board, the largest of 
which will be capable of maintaining per- 
manent connection with both Continents during 
the whole of the voyage. One of the provi- 
sions against the discomforts of a sea passage 
will be that of anti-rolling tanks, in addition 
to the customary bilge keels. 

THE PASSENGER ACCOMMODATION. 

The total passenger accommodation of the 
gó will be for about 4,000 persona, and 
will be arranged upon eight steel decks. The 
swimming bath is to be supplied with 120 tons 


of warm sea water in about twenty-five 
minutes, -and there are thirty dressing rooms 
for bathers, with a gallery for spectators, 


adjoining which are special steam and electric 
baths. The housekeepers will be interested to 
learn that for the feeding of the population of 
the floating town, which the Majestic will be 
come, the requirements for one voyage will be 
about 25,000lbe. of fresh meat, 48,000 eggs, 
26,000Ibs. of vegetables, and 38.000! be of mile.

QUESTION BY SIR MAURICE

The loyalty and gallantry 
of their services have been such that it would 
be a dishonour for any Government or any 
party to neglect their interests.

CONFERENCE. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S REPLY. 


It is learned that the Government, in its de 
spatch to the United States of America, on the 
subject of the Disarmament Conference, accepts 
“with great gratification the invitation to take 
part in the Conference, with the object of 
which the British Government and the British 
people are im such whole-hearted sympathy,” 
and expresses the hope that it will conduce to 
the prosperity and peace of the world. 

Telegraphing from Washington yesterday, 
Reuter's Correspondent says:—Mr. Hughes, 
Secretary of State, has received Great Britain’s 
formal acceptance of the invitation to take 
part in the Washington Conference. The reply 
merely expresses Great Britain's formal accept- 
ance of the invitation of the United States 
Government, and coneludes by saying :—”“ It is 
the earnest and confident hope of His Majesty's 
Government that this Conference, approached ae 
it will be by all concerned in a spirit of 
courage, friendliness, and mutual understand- 
ing, may achieve far-reaching results that will 
be conducial to the prosperity and peace of the 
world.”

LEAF-ROLL AND MOSAIC, 
ae Eanna 


INTERESTING RESEARCH WORK. 


Special investigations on potato diseases in 
Ireland are at present being conducted by the 
Plant Diseases Division of the Department of 
Agriculture at the Agricultural College, Glas- 
nevin. During a recent visit to the college a 
number of farmers and others interested in the 

tato trade were conducted over the plots by 

r. P. A. Murphy, B.A., A.R.C.Sc.1., who is in 
charge of the work. Mr. Murphy has had con- 
siderable experience in research work in Ger- 
many, in Canada, and in America, as well as in 
Ireland, and is the author of several scientific 
papers. While in Canada he was appointed by 
the American Phytopathological Society as the 
leader of a committee formed to promote the 
— of the disease in potatoes known as leaf- 
roll. 

The plots at Glasnevin deal principally with 
the latter disease, and with the mosaic disease 
disease of potatoes. These diseases are not new 
to this country, but little economie importance 
was hitherto attached to them, or else their 
existence was ignored. Investigations show 
that they are by no means of negligible import- 
ance, as they are sometimes found affecting the 
crop throughout the country to the extent of 
from 10 to 40 or 50 per cent. At the same time. 
the average crop in Ireland is very much freer 
from them than is the case, apparently, in the 
South of England, the Continent of Europe, and 
parts of America. 

SYMPTOMS OF LEAF-ROLL. 

The most marked symptom of leaf-roll is the 
rolling inwards of the miargins of the leaves. In 
mild attacks this rolling in is confined to the 
lower leaves. The rolled or curled leaves are 
thicker and more crisp than in normal plants, 
and give a distinct crackle when squeezed or 
rubbed. They are usually pale in colour, and 
often die prematurely from the tips backwards. 
In bad cases the middle and upper leaves also 
become curled, and in certain varieties, such as 
“ President,” ** Midlothian Early,” and 
“ Lochar ” the whole plant is dwarfed. During 
the first season that the attack manifests itself 
the reduction in yield may amount to 25 per 
cent. If tubers from such plants are saved and 
planted the following season a further and very 
serious reduction in yield will occur, most of the 
tubers being merely of seed size. If these 
tubers are again planted growth will be a com- 
plete failure, and the crop almost nil. Mosaic 
is a very similar disease, except that the sym- 
toms are that the leaves are slightly spotted 
with light green areas, and are somewhat corru- 
gated. The size and vigour of the plant are 
reduced, and the yield is only about two-thirds 
of the normal. The cause of both disease fs 
unknown, but a “virue’’ or an organism too 
small to be seen with the microscope:is presumed 
to be the root of the trouble 

IMPORTANT EFFECTS. 

The most important effects of leaf-roll are 
(1) the disorganisation of the channels which 
convey to the tubers the food manufactured in 
the leaves; (2) the accumulation of stsrch in 
the leaves and failure to transfer it to the 
tubers. These two points have been investigated 
in the laboratory of the Plant Diseases Division 
this summer. The first is still a matter of con- 
troversy, but the second has been established as 
holding generally in Ireland. As a result of the 
work eo far done, the Plant Diseases Division 
hope shortly to be in a position to give easy 
tests by which anyone can tell whether a plant 
is diseased or not. The point is of at im- 
portance, practically as well ag scientifically, as 
confusion still exists—even among scientific 
men—as to what constitutes leaf-roll, 

THE FIELD WORK. 

The field work is devoted principally to the 
investigation of the following points :— 

(1) Does the disease spread in the field from 
one plant to another’ ‘The first positive evi- 
dence in Great Britain and Ireland that it does 
was obtained last year by Mr. Murphy, and he 
has corroborated the result this year by growing 
the infected plants and proving that they are 
infected. Mach larger-scale trials are being 
conducted this year, both for leaf-roll and for 
mosaic. 

(2) How (if so) is the disease carried: (a) by 
goil insects, or (b) by air insects which feed on 
the leaves; (c) or by any other means? This 
question is being investigated by growing 
healthy plants in cages of muslin which are en- 
tirely closed. To some of these, insects of 
various kinds are introduced, while another part 
| of the same tuber is grown in another cage, to 
which insects have no access. In other experi- 
ments the leaf-feeding insects are hindered 
from getting access to the roots. 

QUESTION OF IMMUNITY. 

(3) Are there are varieties immune to leaf-roll 
and mosaic? Porty-five varieties, or there- 
abouts, are under test. So far no immune 
variety has beén found, but it is too soon to 
speak definitely on this point. Genera! observa- 
tion throughout the country last year appeared 
to indicate that some varieties were quite re- 
sistant, but the results this summer are not so 
definite, and final judgment must, therefore, be 
withheld until next season. 

(4; How far is infection likely to be carried 
in the field? An endeavour to find the answer 
to this question is being made by growing 
healthy potatoes at different distances from the 
nearest diseased, plant. This point is of con- 
siderable practical importance. 

(5) Can the disease be combated by digging 
out. the diseased plants and their tubers, and 
using only the produce of healihy plants? The 
evidence so far obtained on this point is that to 
“rogue” or remove the affected plants at the 
end of the season is of little or no avail. 
“‘Rogueing” at different times throughout the 
season is being tricd to see what the results 
will be. 

At the conclusion of his demonstration, Mr. 
Murphy said that on these and other pdint« he 
hoped to have more definite information next 
Most of the results would not be avail- 


year. 
able until then. It was slow work, but the 
slower it was, the more important Itt was to 


make a start. The importance of these investi- 
gations was based on the fact that the control 
of: leaf-roll and mosaic in badly affected cis- 
tricts, as in parts of England, !ay in the re- 
gular introduction of good ‘‘seed.” Seed from 
crops, affected to any extent with leaf-roll or 
mosaic should not be used.

SETTLEMENT OF JOINERS’ DISPUTE. 

The settlement of the shipyard joiners’ strike 
will affect the Belfast yards. The Belfast Com- 
mittee of the Engineering and Shipbuilding 
Trades Federation are at present in negotiation 
with the Belfast shipbuilding firms on this ques- 
tion, alep a eliding scale scheme for the future 
regulation of wages.

CIRCULAR FROM THE DIRECTORS. 


PROPOSED ~ VOLUNTARY 
WINDING-UP. 


The following circular has been issued by 
Mr. E. Morrissey, the Secretary, by order of 
the Board, dated from the registered office, 
9 Park Place, St. Jarhes’s street, London, 


1 22nd August, 1921. 

Your attention has probably been drawn to 
the announcement that has appeared in the 
Press notifying that the company is in the 
hands of a receiver, and that he is offering the 
property for sale by tender. The appointment 
of the receiver was made on the 3rd inst. by 
the Provincial Bank of Ireland, Ltd., who have 
made large advances to the company ‘during the 
last fifteen months, and in respect of which 
they hold a debenture over the whole under- 
taking and assets. The: appointment of the 
receiver wae rendered necessary by the in- 
ability of the company to carry on, without 
further working capital, and was made with 
the knowledge and acquiescence of year Board; 
but the action of the receiver in publicly adver- 
tising the property for sale within a week of 
his appointment took the directors by surprise. 
It was the intention of the Board to cal] the 
shareholders together, inform them of the 
position, and consult them as to the possibility 
of reconstructing the company. It was antici- 
pated that the receiver would protect the 
assets for a reasonable time, in order to enable 
these discussions and any negotiations arising 
therefrom to be carried through. The 
directors received no notice that the receiver 
contemplated advertising the property for gale 
as a bankrupt concern, and they consider that 
his precipitate action has rendered it practi 
cally impossible to earry through any scheme 
of reconstruction. 

In order that the shareholders may have an 
opportunity of considering the situation, the 
directors are convening a meeting for the pur- 
pose of submitting an extraordinary resolution 
that the company be voluntarily liquidated, 
and accordingly formal notice of such resolu- 
tion is enclosed herewith. 

It will be open for the shareholders to bring 
forward any other euggestions, or to postpone 
the resolution for liquidation sine die, if they 
think there is anything to be gained thereby. 

The actual outlay on construction, equip- 
ment, and cost of steamers has amounted 
approximately to £535,000, while £180,000 -has 
been spent on preliminary expenses, cost of 
administration, running expenses, and loss dur- 
ing constructional and experimental stages 
over the period from the formation of ‘the 
company in November, 1918 to the 3lst March, 
1921. ‘Of this £250,000 has been provided by 
the shareholders, £225,000 by the noteholders, 
and the balance by the bank. In spite of the 
heavy outlay involved, the total amount out- 
standing to creditors to date, other than the 
bank and the noteholders, is approximately 
£6,000. 

The difficulties of a rapidly falling market 
and the generally unsettled conditions which 
prevailed throughout Irleand during the eom- 
pany'a existence rendered the task of the direc- 
tors extremely difficult, but they still believe 
the Irish Packing Company to be a sound con- 
ception necessary +o Ireland, and, in the 
absence of these temporary disadvantages, con- 
taining al] the elements of success. The pre- 
sent position is, therefore, extremely dis- 
appointing to the directors and their friends, 
who, through their loyal support of the com- 
pany, are by far the largest sufferers. 

An extraordinary general meeting will be 
held at 9 Park Place, St. James’s street, Lon- 
don, 8.W. 1, on Wednesday the 3let day of 
August, 1921, at á o'clock, for the purpose of 
considering, and, if deemed expedient, passing 
as an extraordinary resolution, the following 
resolution :'— :

of this meeting that the company cannot, 
by reason of its liabilities, continue its 
business. and that it is advisable to wind 
up the same, and accordingly that the 
company be wound up voluntarily, and 
that Mr. Maurice Jenks, of 6 Old Jewry, in 
the City of London, chartered accountant, 
be and he is hereby, appointed liquidator 
for the purposes of such winding up.
